NEW YORK—In every game played in any 
sport there is usually a leading optimist to match 
a leading pessimist. 
For example, practically all footbafl coaches 
are soaked from ankle to forehead in pessimism. 
| In baseball you get the. optimists—up to July. 
And probably the chief optimist of the lot is Fred Saigh, the owner 
of the Cardinals. 

Fred was that way back in March. He is still that way in early 
June. “Don’t sell us short,” he writes. “After a rather hectic 
start, we are now ready to settle down to play some real baseball. 
We are supposed to be a veteran team. We are both young and 
old. I honestly believe we are going to surprise you and a lot of 
others.” : 

The Cardinals are not going to surprise us. We picked them 
_ te finish second last Fall and they carried the fight right up to 
‘the last day. We picked them to finish second this Fall, al- 

though rating Eddie Sawyer’s Phillies right with them. 

This Cardinal lineup is really a remarkable collection. Many of 
them were supposed to reach their peak in 1940, 1941 or 1942. 

Here and there some ball club has a survivor from the Neo- 
lithic Age who lasts eight or 10 years. But only one or two are 
still on the scene. ‘ 

Look at the years these Cardinals reached the big leagues: Max 
ST sar ol 1939: Enos Slaughter, 1938; Stan Musial, 1941; Marty 

arion, 1940: Howie Pollett, 1941; Harry Walker, 1940; Harry 
Brecheen, 1940; Alpha Brazle, 1943. 

Here we have eight men who average 10 years of service 
with one club. Make it nine and one-half years if you care, to. 
And, yet, this one club, built on spirit as well as ability, is still 
one of the favored teams in the older league, a ball club that 
“might very well go on to beat the highly favored Dodgers 
‘and win another pennant. 

They are the exact opposite—many, many years older—of the 
youthful Phillies. Yet, neither the Dodgers nor the Phillies so 
far have been able to shake off the Cardinal veterans. They have 
an exceptionally fine manager in Eddie Dyer—a sportsman, a 
scholar, a gentleman, an able manager, and a swell guy. 

We have no idea of selling the Cardinals short. They are the 
only National League team in more than 20 years that has been

Association name a committee to study 
and report on a revision of the state crim- 
inal code so as to remove from it glaring 
paradoxés. Happily a resolution to that 
effect was adopted by the State Bar in con- 
vention :ast Saturday. 

An examination of the laws of embez- 
zlement, larceny, cheating and swindling 
reveal a confusion of meaning in the 
statutes. The result is a vast opportunity 
for delay by presenting hair-splitting dis- 
tinctions and often the guilty escape pun- 
ishment. There is much illogic in some of 
the penalties. For example, the punishment 
for fareeny of a $50 horse is 4 to 20 years. 
Yet the term for stealing a $5,000 automo- 
bile is only 1 to 5 years. Burglary is pun- 
ishable by a term of from 1 to 20 years. 

But, possessing tools which may be used 


_for burglary carries a 3- to 10-year term. 


It is murder to kill by illegal abortion a 
woman who is pregnant less than four 
months. 

But to kill by illegal: abortion’a preg- 
nant woman who is more than four months 
pregnant is merely assault with intent to 
murder.

Acheson Sets 
A Precedent 


WASHINGTON.—Secretary of State Ache- 

son has introduced an innovation by submitting 

_ himself to open questioning before a joint ses- 

€ gion of Congress which he addressed following 

his return from the recent London conferences, As far as State 

Department researchers can determine, this is the first time in 
the history of the Republic that such a thing has happened. 


Other cabinet officers, of course, have addressed joint sessions 
in the past, but none of them, so far as the records show, invited 
questioning afterward. During the war period former Secretary 
of State Cordell Hull made a similar appearance before a joint 
session. He had just come back from laying the Four Power 
groundwork of the United Nations at Moscow and was reporting 
on what had been accomplished. Also General George C. Marshall, 
while Chief of Staff, was honored in the same way after the war 
was over. 


f 


In both cases Mr. Hull and General 
Formal Sp eeches Marshall merely delivered formal ad- 
dresses, leaving the scene immediately after the speech was fin- 
ished. Under our system of government cabinet officers are not 
entitled to the privileges of the floors of Congress, which means 
that they can only appear on invitation and then are not subject 
to questioning. | 
Secretary Acheson was able to break the traditional rules by 
arranging for the joint session to be held, not in. the House or 
Senate chamber but in the auditorium of the Library of Congress. 
What he did was to conduct an experiment out of which may come 
a useful precedent for the future. 


There have been many times when Congress has found it de- 
sirable to bring cabinet members before it for questioning. At 
present the only place provided for such interrogation is before 
some Congressional committee, with these meetings usually re- 
stricted to members of the particular committee. 


Senator Estes Kefauver, of Tennessee, is now urging a change 
in the procedure to permit cabinet officers to appear before Con- 
gress at regular intervals for questioning. They would be accorded 
the privileges of the floor the same as any Represertative or Sen- 
ator. Other distinguished Americans like Woodrow Wilson, William 
Howard Taft and Charles Evans Hughes have advocated that 
speaking rights in Congress be given members of the cabinet. 
The reaction to the Acheson experiment may go a long ways in 
putting the plan through. 


Those who are supporting the Kefauver proposal think it 
would do away with much of the bickering and misunderstanding 
that too often arises between Congress and cabinet members 
through lack of closer contacts. The present system, it is con- 
tended, tends to create too much aloofness between the executive 
and legisbative ends of the government. It is urged that there would 
be less friction between the two branches if cabinet officers were 
permitted to go on the floor of the House and Senate at regular 
intervals. 

Sentiment is somewhat divided on the question, however. Some 
argue that we cannot very well give these privileges to the cabi- 
net unless we adopt the parliamentary system of government such 
as they have in Britain and Canada, for example. There cabinet 
members are also members of the legislative body, dividing their 
time between legislative and executive functions. 


Middle Ground ver plan and those who oppose any 


change in the present system a middle ground is suggested. It 
would call for Congress making a practice of inviting cabinet of- 
ficers before either a single or a joint session at stated periods, 
with the members of the cabinet given an opportunity to present 
their case and then answer questions. 

But the success of anything of the kind that may be undertaken 
would depend largely on how Congress conducted itself at such 
sessions. If the privileges were abused by the carping criticism and 
narrow partisanship of those seeking merely to develop headlines 
the experiment would probably prove a failure. It could be made 
into a useful improvement of our governmental system if properly 
exercised. On controversial issues it could provide the basis for 
sourid debate on both sides. 

As for Mr. Acheson’s initial experiment, it may be said that he 
handled himself splendidly. He made an effort to answer every 
question put to him, and the answers he gave were satisfactory 
to the great majority of senators and congressmen present .at 
the joint session.

Miss Meta Barker, former teacher at Comnie 
mercial high and one of Atlanta’s most 
historians, has prepared for the Atlanta Historical 
Society a series of brief—and in some cases, 
breezy—pictures of the city past. From the orig- 
inal City Council recards she compiled for the 
Historical Society Bulletin that, and other reveal- 
ing paragraphs like these: 

April 18, 1856—Crying of the night Watch dis- 
pensed with on Sunday evenings until 1 o’clock 
a. m. 

May 5—Council met Monday morning at 7:30. 
Whitehall Street to be graded from R. R. to Wal- 
lace’s store. 

Oct. 3—Night watch accused of sleeping on 
duty, but excused. 

‘December, 1857—Hogpens still giving trouble. 

April, 1858—Hirers of slaves paid $3 street tax, 
as well as the owner. Each slave exposed for 
sale taxed $3. Machinery was exemipt. 

Corgplaints about the condition of the streets 
in those days were frequent and understandable. 
Miss Barker notes that in August, 1858, city 


maintenance crews consisted of “hands, 8; carts, 


2." But Simeon Kennady, who lived on Cain 
Street, was like the complaining citizens of today. 


He was positive that his situation was worse 
than anybody’s. In a letter to the Mayor and 
Council he pointed out that Cain Street was “in- 
tereépted by Brooks and rivulets, void of access 
to my house” and he summed up with this 
stoical statement: “I need not give a détail of my 
difficulties, Mr. Wilson knows the labyrinth I 
am in.”

Dear Constitution Reader: All details 
have now been completed and The At- 
lanta Constitution and The Atlanta Joure 
nal, while emphatically retaining their 
complete editorial independénce, are of- 
ficially being published by one publish- 
ing company, exactly as announcement 
of more than a month ago informed you. 


There was but one reason for this. One 
publishing company can effect economies 
which will allow both papers, acting in- 
dependently, to expand their services as 
neither could have done without the save 
ings. 


Newspapers have beén 80 busy herald- 
ing progress in eciénce and industry they 
have not made much mechanical progress 
of their own. The ty~e still is set by skilled 
men, read and corrected by trained men 
and women, matted and cast into metal 
plates by others, attached to a press by 
hand, and the paper printed from these 
plates. The type never totiches the paper. 
It must be melted and as much saved as 
possible to be used again. The processes are 
complicated and belong to another age in- 
sofar as technology is concerned. The mat- 
ter of engraving also is tedious, slow and 


expensive. 


The years ahead are sure to bring de- 
velopments in the publishing fleld for mage 
azines, books and newspapers. This is true 
because attention now is being given what 
has been almost entirely neglected. 


At any rate, no voice of editorial opin- 
fon is of value unless it can bé heard by an 
ever-increasing audience. To do that the 
opinion must be supported by a strong 
ledger which, in turn, is strong because of 
the independent editorial voices. Integrity 
of ownership and journalistic intelligencé 
recognizes that whatever the publishing 
company, the papers themselves not only 
can be, but must be, local] and autonomous. 


The editorial and news staffs will al- 
ways remain in separate quarters. There 
will be no merger of them. The only 
merger is in the Sunday paper. The twe 
dailies continue as before, editorially free 


and autonomous, with no central] editorial 
contro] whatsoever. 


One enlarged composing room handles 
all the setting of type. Since news copy 
flows all day from both news staffs, with 
the morning paper volume reaching flood 
stage at about 4 p. m. and continuing for 
about three hours before beginning to slow 
down, it was necessary to use a different 
color of copy paper to avoid confusion. We 
thought of this late and had to borrow 
from a news service. The only toler they

_ had was a deep rose, and so everything 
we write was seen in a rosy sort of glow. 


Since it’s human to err, and since there 
were more humans working in the joint 
publishing venture, there were more 
human errors, The very first night it 
was found that two stereotype plates 
had been melted down by someone who 
had mixed them with the discarded 
afternoon plates. But, most of the 
errors were minor, and are about elim- ~ 
inated. 


The big Sunday paper was @ tremen- 
dous and exciting event. I really wanted 
to get to it right away, but held to a sort 
of chronological order for the reader's 
benefit. 


It contains as much of the “best” of 
both papers as could be put together. It is 
a unique consolidated edition in that event. 
There is nothing as good in the newspaper 
field ... not anywhere. It contained not 
merely an editorial and opposite editorial 
page. It presented an editorial section of 
12 pages. It contained editorial comment 
from the world, nation, state and city, It 
offered two opposite editorial pages, with 
columnists from both The Constitution 
and Journal, There were more than 300 
columns of news space in the more than 
100 news pages. 


Putting this together—laying out the 
pages—was a huge task, requiring image 
ination’ and skill. It was done by George 
Hatcher, Sunday editor of The Journal, 
assisted by Sam Lucchese, Sunday editor 
of The Constitution. I thought they earned 
a fine tound of applause. There was, of 
course, an over-all direction by Journal 
Managing Editor W. 8. Kirkpatrick and 
The Coristitution’s Lée Rogers.

“NEIGHBORS” DROP IN AT WESLEY HOUSE FOR PLAY 


LET’S SEE NOW 


Wesley House Is 
Simply a Neighbor 


By DORIS LOCKERMAN

If you wish a sob story along with your socia’ work, 
don’t bother about Wesley Settlement Home. If you like a 
tear jerker as a payoff for a little handout to a fellow 
human being, they do not expect you to call at the settle- 
ment on Richardson Street. 


“We are not a charity,” says Mary Lou Bond, with the flashing 
merry eyes that proclaim her nfeaning, “we are just here, and we 
have been for a long, long time. This is our neighborhood. These 
people are our friends. e do not feel sorry for them, and they 
do not waste any sympathy over us. We are here to help each 
other.” 


“Wesley,” as the hundreds of residents of the crowded Form- 
walt section call the rambling old colony of buildings, is one of 
the most civilized and intelligent examples of community service 
and iniprovement in the South. Financed completely by the Wom- 
en's Society for Christian Service of the Methodist Churches of 
Atlanta, it has settled down long ago as the unspectacular meeting 
place of the children and adults of the congested section, orga- 
nized not to distribute “things,” but to develop leadership. 


“The Methodist women who sustain us with their gifts and 
their work,” Miss Bond says, “have passed the ‘basket stage’. 
They wouldn’t allow anything to be done for the people who 
come to Wesley House that they would not wish done for 
themselves.” 


This stern and clear conception of help, this rock-ribbed re- 
spect for the rights and feelings of others, is the key to the work 
Wesley Settlement House has performed so successfully. 


Her greatest pride is that 29 boys and girls have gone to college 
from Wesley, five of them attaining degrees, one a Master’s, and 
that all of these young men and women have spent many volun- 
tary hours during vacations helping out at Wesley. The idea of 
obligation to one’s own community, the responsibility for “turning 
something back” into it, is part of Miss Bond’s philosophy of real 
development of character. 


For none of the leaders at Wesley House—Miss Louise Weeks, 
who directs clubs; Miss Rosamond Johnson, who has done a deft 
job with little children for many years; the two Emory students, 
or the two women from the neighborhood who are part-time work- 
ers—think that cash or gifts or any form of direct relief can touch 
the promise held in improving the basic culture and ‘citizenship of 
a family. 


“We will never ask for a new chair or a set of, dishes or 
a check.” Mis Bond explains ... “But we will ask for a 
scholarship or a chance for one of our people to work.” 


The head resident at Wésley virtually speaks in axioms, and te 
listen to her ig better than a course in human relations. 

Her attitude toward the colored citizens whose houses fringe 
the area? “We do not preach or sermonize on race, 
attitudes by the way we ourselves behave.” 


On discipline: “It must come from within, like good eitizen- 
ship. One cannot infringe on another’s rights. We have few rules. 
We don’t like to say ‘don’t’. Wesley is for the peoples’ use and it 
must not be abused. If anyone abuses it just to be mean and 
ornery, which is rare, he or she pays for it ... if only a nickel 
at a time. We do not send youngsters home except as the last 
resort. They want to comé here, and we want them to come. 


On possessions: “We don’t want so much equipment here that 
it is not necessary to share. It is good to learn to await one’s turn. 
We don’t think it is necessary to have a lot of things to have a 
good time. ' 


On benevolence: “People in this neighborhood do a great dea 
for others. They are generous contributors to the Red Cross, the 


Community Chest, to the Girl Scouts. They feel it is a privilege | 


to help others. 


On beauty: Man does not live by bread alone. If our people | 
have a loaf of bread, they will sell half and buy a hyacinth. When — 
visitors come the women and girls set the tea tables with their | 
nicest things, light their candles, and serve them. One time the 
youngsters bought an orchid for a visiting speaker. She Was | 
astonished. They had bought it with their pennies, and it gave 


them great pleasure.” 


It is an enlarging experience to drop in at Wesley to talk to 
Miss Bond and watch a community at leisure.

For Chicago 


CHICAGO—(/)}—-A unique re- 
search hospital — to be built close 
to the atomic ovens in which 
quick - dying radioisotopes are 
made — may give the final word 
on the role of atomic energy in 
cancer treatment, 
The VU. S. Atomile Energy Com- 
mission will start construction of 
the $3,500,000 hospital this month 
on the University of Chicago cam- 
pus. It will be ready for selected 
patients next year. 
Speed will be a vital factor in 
this institution. Short-lived radio- 
isotopes can be fed to cancer suf- 
ferers an hour or so after they 
leave the atomie furnaces. The 
atomic ovens — called reactors— 
are on the AEC Argonne National 
Laboratory grounds in nearby Du 
Page County. 
So far, researchers have been 
able to try only a few radioactive 
elements in cancer treatment. This 
is because most substances lose 
their radioactivity in seconds, min- 
utes or hours after they are re- 
moved from the ovens. 
Thus a radioisotope that “dies” 
in a few hours is worthless as a 
cancer treatment if it cannot be 
to the patient in 
time.

Whenever we get downright 
serious about this matter of sav- 
ing childhood and youth, we will 
begin to make personal effort and 
at some risk or danger.

The fish underwent a pigment 
change similar to the sea-going 
salmon and also showed signs of 
a thickening of their skin as pro- 
tection against salt water. 

- Wf this theory is borne out, 
hatchery officials hope to speed 
up the salmons’ early life by feer- 


ing them thyroid hormone con- 
taining the necessary iodine. Then 
as the fish goes to sea earlier, 
they say it will spawn earlier with 
a possible increase in the number 
of salmon. 

So far all experiments have been 
conducted at McGill Laboratories 
and affiliated hatcheries under 
sponsorship of the provincial de- 
partment of trade and commerce, 
Later the Department of Fisheries 
will take over to compare the re- 
sults with nature.
